in devoutly firing at them, the Captain Pacha advanced on 
horfeback, as if he was parfuing the enemy, asd entered Oran. 
The commandant gave him a very favourable reception, and, as 
he expreffed a delire of feeing Spain, he fuffered him wo go 
with the firft hip. ‘The Captain Pacha proceeded to Madrid,. 
but it is not known whether or no the Governnient availed 
themfelves of tie great fights which he could have afforded 
them refpecting the Alminilitation of Algiers, and the charac-: 
tefs® of the chief perfons of the regency.; all that is known. of 
him daring his ftay there is, that lie applied’ himfelf with the 
utmoft diligence to the ftudy of the Spanith and Iralian Jan- 
guages, and the European arts: He requefted to be faffered to 
goto Conitantinople, which requett the Government did not 
comply with for a long time, fince it was three. years before he 
quitted Madrid. At laft he received permiffion to g9 to Na- 
ples, where he was ‘more likely to procure a weffel to convey 
him to Conttantinople. He was, however, fo much in favour 
with the city of Naples, that though be . was at liberty tu leave 
it When he chofe, he remained there for a twelvemonth.. At 
Jength he arrived at Conftantinople, where the intrigues of the 
aa had’ preceded him, and whither they confidered him as a 
» of rather as a renegado in confeqaence of his rank 
and conviction, he-was intmediutely put t6 the “chain with the 
galley flaves. It is in the {chool of misfortune that the’great- 
eft geniufes are often formed, and Captain Parkowes, perhaps, 
dates:great part of tlie fuftre of his character to the wretched: fi- 
tuation im which he renmained for near two years. He did not- 
fuffer his {pirits to be depreffed by this reverfe of fortune, and 
foon diftinguithed himfelf as much from his miferable compa- 
nions, by his obeilicace, diligence, and refignation, as he was- 
fuperior to them in corporal’ ‘ftrength, and. digntty in figure. 
The lare Grand Signior ufed to take great pleafure in walking 
in difguife through the ftreets of Conttantinople, and frequent- 
lyin’ this manner vifited the arfenals, &c. In one of thefe 
rambles he was itruck with the appearance of this galley flave, 
and ‘upon queltioning him, he learnt how unjuftly hethad been 
mixed with thefe wretches, but that having neither acquaint- 
ance; friends, nor fortune, he defpaired of finding any one 
who would intereft himfelf about him. ** T (faid the Empe- 
ror); will undertake to procure your deliyerance from this 
place.” At the fame time he wrote down the name of one of 
the officers of the Seraglio, to whom he bid him addrefs him- 
felf, that the Emperor might be informed of his cafe. The 
unhappy captive fent his petition, and in two days his chains 
were taken off. He had then the command of a hip given: 
him, and from that time he has been rapidly acquiring honours. 
Inthe engagement of Tchefme he was Captain of one of the 
commanding veffels ; and it was him who propofed the total 
deftruation of the Raffian . fleet: “ Since we have double the 
number of their veifels, (faid he to the Council) we rifk no- 
thing in lofing half of them to'burn all thofe belunging to the 
enemy to accomplifh this, it is neceifury that an:'equal aumber 
of our hips get clofe to theirs, and fet fire to their powder.” 
This vigorous refofution was not very acceptable to the other 
Captains + the Captain Pacha was the only man who put it in 
execution ; he boarded the Ruffian Admiral’s fhip, grappled 
it, and having put a match to its powder, two minutes: before it 
took effect, quirted his own thip, and faved himfelf by {wim- 
ming, Kolding his fabre befween his teeth. - It is well known 
that both fhips blew up at once. - This intrepid aétion, and the 
vigour of his councils, have raifed him to the rank of Captain 
Pacha, and to the favour of the people, which has more infu- 
ence iff Turkey on the refolutiobs of the Government than is 
generally imagined ; fo that fince that period, the Captain Pa- 
cha may be faid, in fome meafure, to govern the empire.
